(c) The coins are made of lead and are of diffe- 
rent sizes ranging from 1/2 to 3/4th inch They are 
round m shape The weight of a coin is about 50 
grains. The discovery is important because it confirms 
the fact that Ikshvaku ruled over the Eastern Andhra 
territory of Krishna region and their Empire extended 
upto Ne'lore in the South It also rules out the theory 
that King Virapurushadatta flouted Hinduism and 
followed Buddhism Hinduism and Buddhism appeared 
to have flourished side by side during the Ikshavaku 
period
